Leftist Military Coup 
In Portugal Collapses 


LISBON, Portugal <AP) — 
Rebel troops held out at one air 
force base today but surren­ 
dered at three other bases as a 
leftist m ilitary revolt that 
brought Portugal close to civil 
war apparently collapsed 
Lisbon was under a state of 
siege declared by President 
Franc iso da Costa Gomes after 
pro-Communist paratroops and 
air force men seized the four 
bases at dawn Tuesday and 
took several hostages, in­ 
cluding the air commander for 
the Lisbon area 
Costa Gomes called the revolt 
an attempted coup and a ‘‘pro­ 
vocation to civil w ar.” He or­ 
dered the Lisbon commando 
regiment to crush it 
The rebels at the Monsanto 
air force headquarters, on the 
outskirts of Lisbon, and at the 
Monte Real air base 60 miles 
north of the capital surrendered 
Tuesday night, the government 
said Rebels at the Tancos base 
:i5 miles up the Tagus river 


gave up earlv today, leaving 
only the Montijo base across 
the Tagus from Lisbon in rebel 
hands. 
The recapture of the Mon­ 
santo base freed Gen. Anibal 
Pinho Freire, the commander 
of the base and the second- 
ranking general in the air force. 
A government broadcast said 
the leaders of the revolt, in­ 
cluding Capt. Faria Paulino, 
had been captured 
The state of siege put Lisbon 
under a midnight-to-6 a.m r cur­ 
few, suspended civil liberties 
and gave Costa Gomes extraor­ 
dinary martial-law powers. A 
crowd of more than 1,000 left­ 
ists defied the curfew and 
massed outside the government 
palace at 1 a.m. shouting “Fas­ 
cist! Fascist!” but the com­ 
mandos scattered them by fir­ 
ing into the air from armored 
cars. 
Another commando unit re­ 
captured the Lisbon television 
studios from 
rebel 
soldiers 


from the army administration 
school. After the station was 
seized, the government cut the 
Eower to its transmitters and 
roadcast from Oporto, Portu­ 
gal’s second largest city 175 
miles to the north. 
The president's decisive ac­ 
tion strengthened the moderate 
government of Premier Jose 
Pinheiro de Azevedo, which the 
C om m unists and the com ­ 
mander of the Lisbon military 
area, Gen. Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho, have been trying to 
oust. 
The Azevedo government last 
week announced it would no 
longer function until Costa 
Gomes could get the armed 
forces to support it. The ruling 
military Revolutionary Council 
tried to replace Carvalho last 
Friday, but the president ve­ 
toed the move, reportedly be­ 
cause he was told many of the 
troops in the Lisbon area would 
not accept the change in com­ 
mand. 


ALBANY, NY. (AP) 
New 
York City’s major banks, city 
employe union leaders and the 
state legislature have taken 
painful new steps designed to 
convince Washington that the 
city deserves federal help. 
There are indications today 
that President Ford may now 
respond favorably. 
As part of Gov. Hugh Carey’s 
$9.4 billion plan to end the city’s 
prolonged fiscal crisis, the 
banks and union pension funds 
agreed Tuesday afternoon to 
take 
over 
the 
m ajor 
re ­ 
sponsibility for refinancing the 
city’s massive short-term debt 
— and at interest rates lower 
than they have been getting. 
In a late-night session here, 
the state legislature imposed a 
$200 million increase in city 
taxes and voted to require city 
workers to contribute to their 
pensions. 


And in Washington, Ford ad­ 
ministration sources told The 
Associated Press the White 
House would soon announce, 
perhaps today, that Ford now 
favors federal aid to avert 
default. Default, the equivalent 
of municipal bankruptcy, could 
come as early as next week 
w ithout federal assistance. 
Several reports said Ford’s 
plan would provide up to $2.5 
billion 
in 
loans 
or 
loan 
guarantees. 
That would complete the last 
piece of the Carey plan And it 
would provide a middle ground 


between previous state and city 
pleas for massive federal help 
and Ford's rejection of any plan 
that would “hail out” the city 
from the consequences of its 
long record of deficit financing. 
Ford administration officials 
told the state during long nego­ 
tiations on a save-the-city pro­ 
urn m that they could consider 
nothing more than short-term 
aid to help the city maintain 
"vital services.” 
State officials chose a $2.5 
billion figure for federal assist­ 
ance because that would do no 
more than provide for the city’s 
“‘se a so n a l 
b o rro w in g s,” 
borrowings 
which 
any 
government makes to maintain 
an even cash flow in the face of 
irregular tax and aid payment 
schedules. 
The city’s massive short­ 
term debt accumulated through 
years of budget gimmickry 
would all be refinanced without 
federal assistance, under, the 
Carey plan. 
City employe pension funds 
would make new investments 
totalling $2.5 billion in borrow­ 
ings for the city, and convert 
another $1.15 billion in short­ 
term city notes into state Mu­ 
nicipal Assistance Corp. long­ 
term bonds at lower interest 
rates. 
The c ity ’s m ajor banks, 
which underwrote the borrow­ 
ing practices of the past, would 
convert $1.65 billion in short­ 
term notes into long-term MAC 
bonds, also at lower interest 
rates. 
And private investors holding 
* some $1.6 billion in city obliga­ 
tions would be faced with a debt 
moratorium enacted by the 
legislature. They would be 
ottered an exchange of their 
short-term notes for long-term 
MAC bonds instead of cash.

LOS ANGELES (AP)

Fierce winds swirled flames 
across more than 68,500 acres 
of brushland in two separate 
tires near Los Angeles early to­ 
day, threatening at least 100 
homes and forcing evacuation 
of more than 600 persons 
The Mt, Baldy lire 35 nnles 
east of downtown Los Angeles 
spread over about 10,000 acres 
in a few- hours late Tuesday as 
50-mile-an-hour winds off the 
deserts raked the slopes Two 
ranger stations and four penal 
camps were abandoned as the 
blaze grew to 23.000 acres, 
making it the second biggest 
brush fire in the nation this 
year. 
Meanwhile, the biggest, a fire 
twice that size, flared up again 
in spots in the Big Tujunga 
Canyon on the northeast edge of 
Los Angeles and forced resi­ 
dents to flee several homes. 
Fire has already destroyed at 
least 20 homes and damaged 30 
others there 
Firemen on both fronts de­ 
clared the new flare-ups con 
tained. meaning fire lines were 
established, but the fires were 
not yet under control The San 
ta Ana wind conditions — hot.

in smoldering embers leaped to 
life in scattered areas through­ 
out both fires. Most of the 


people ordered to abandon their 
homes refused. 
“ Most of the people don't 
want to leave They want to 
stay and fight,” said a San 
Demas sheriff's 
spokesman. 
‘There are better than 80 cab­ 
ins in both forks of the San 
Dimas Canyon, and there are 
people in maybe 20 of them 
We’ve warned them three times 
now to leave.” 
Some residents were already 
worried about the mudslides 
and flooding that might follow 
the fires. 
“Can you imagine the erosion 
there's going to be and the wa­ 
ter that will gush down here 
when the rains come'**’ a young 
man asked his neighbor “ I’d 
better start planning a sandbag 
party right away,” 
His concern is realistic, flood 
control officials said Tuesday.

A cut in state funding and 
lack of community response 
w ere the reasons for the 
decision to close the Salem Out­ 
reach Unit of the Columbiana 
County Substance Abuse Center 
at 113 S. Broadway on Dec. 31, 
according to John Grzebieniak, 
center program director. 
After a year and a half in 
Salem, the unit just can’t seem 
to get going, said Grzebieniak. 
The case load at Salem usually 
averaged around 28, with a 
maximum of 12 actually being 
from Salem. The site, moved 
from 12% E. State St. to the S. 
B roadw ay 
location 
in 
November of last year, was 
also poor, he added. 
To hire a person to man the 
center full tim e would have 
req u ired 
going 
into 
debt, 
Grzebieniak said. 
A num ber of people from 
Salem, 
however, did go to 
receive aid from the center’s 
Lisbon headquarters at 607 E. 
Lincoln Way. 
Grzebieniak does not feel that 
closing the Salem unit will 
adversely affect the quality of 
service to people from this 
area. On the contrary, he thinks 
that they can be provided with 
an even better quality of help 
from the Lisbon office. 
Grzebieniak hopes that his of­ 
fice may be able to set up a 
com prehensive human services 
office with the County Mental 
Health Clinic in Salem som e­ 
tim e in the future.

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Important Veto Action 


W hen Gov. Ja m e s A. Rhodes explained his 
veto of the bill that would have authorized public 
em ploye strik es, he struck a responsive chord in 
m any O hioans. 
T h eir interest and support of the governor's 
position through contact of their rep resentatives 
and senators helped trem endously in getting the 
veto sustained and stopping the legislation. 
The governor told residents of Ohio Sept. 19 
that ‘ when the agency shop provision . . . is 
considered together with the strik e provision and 
the binding arbitration provision, the state and 
local governm ents of Ohio would be virtually 
stripped of any loyalty that public em ployes m ay 
have to their em ployers ’’ 


SO M E P E O P L E who had originally supported 
the nul turned again st it when they Jearned that 
it contained an “agency shop’’ provision. 
An agency shop arran gem en t m eans a w orker 
has to pay union dues and fees as a condition of 
em ploym ent even if he or she doesn't want to be 
a 
m em ber of 
the 
union 
and 
doesn’t want 
représentât iorr from the union. 
It is sim ply com pulsory unionism 
And any 
w ay that union officials and organizers want to 
dress it up. it still boils down to the fact that 
freedom of choice has been elim inated when 
com pulsory unionism com es into being. 
Rhodes cam e down pretty hard - as he should 
have — on the com pulsory provision : 
“The agency shop provision dem onstrates the 
exten t to which the m ajority of the G eneral 
A ssem bly 
seeks 
to 
tran sfer 
the 
prim ary 
alleg ian ce of state em ployes from the interest of 
the public to the interest of private em ploye 
organizations. Our system of governm ent was 
not founded on such a principle and could not 
Jong endure such a tran sform ation .’’ 
/ 
He is absolutely right. 
The people of Ohio cam e perilously close to 
having to live with this piece of wrong-headed 
legislation and we hate to contem plate the 
consequences of that occurrence. 
It was gratifying to see the people of Ohio 
respond to the situation once the issues becam e 
c le a r but it was disgusting to see how som e of the 


proponents tried to keep a sm okescreen betw een 
their constituents and the true nature of the 
legislation. 
F o r exam ple, som e legislators said the goal of 
the bill was to m ake “first-class citizens’’ out of 
public em ployes. 
That im plies that public em ployes are second- 
class citizens which is not true in any sense of the 
word. They have a recognized and appreciated 
place in society, and econom ically studies have 
shown that public em ployes are ahead of com ­ 
parable w orkers in the private sector. 
E v e ry o n e 
who 
looks 
a t 
th e 
situ a tio n 
realistically 
has 
to 
recognize 
that 
Ohio’s 
D e m o cra t m a jo r ity G e n e fa l A ssem b ly w as 
attem pting 
to pay off 
organized 
labor 
for 
cam paign support. 
But even above that there is a great deal of 
confusion generated because organized labor 
representatives and som e gullible politicians 
want to view public em ployes the sam e as 
private 
sector 
em ployes. 
But 
there 
is 
a 
significant difference and if m ore people un­ 
derstood that difference perhaps the issue would 
be decided on m ore reasoned term s. 
One fundam ental difference in private and 
public 
collective -bargaining 
regards 
public 
alternatives in event of a stike. Com petition for 
exam ple perm its the public to seek alternative 
goods or services in an industry strike, but that is 
not the case in public em ploye strikes. W here is 
the public to turn for an alternative to police 
protection, garbage collection or education for 
children?

TH E 
overriding 
factor 
in 
the

com patibility of com pulsory public em ploye 
bargaining with representative governm ent is 
the unique status of the governm ent as em ­ 
ployer. 
Governm ent to be effective in holding together 
a civilized society must be sovereign 
O nce you give com pulsory unionism equal 
footing with governm ent through the bargaining 
process and give it the power to blackm ail 
through strik es or coerce through threats, you 
have destroyed the sovereignty of governm ent 
and turned the nation over to organized labor.

im provem ents. 


New Y ork City has a top- 
heavy budget of $12 1 billion. It 
has

billion, 
which includes $2.5 billion in 
F ed eral aid. New York S tate 
gives $2 8 billion to the city. 


Any frugal housew ife can see 
that $5.3 billion of the budget 
goes free to the city from Uncle 
Sam and the State of New York 
The Big Apple taxes its 8 m il­ 
lion citizens only $6 2 billion, 
about half what it spends. 


T H E

blacks costs $2 4 billion a y ear 
in w elfare and charity. This has 
been followed by a flight of 
sm all businesses and m iddle- 
c la ss fam ilies from New Y ork.

I t s m agnificent 
skyscrap ers,

m orrow. And next vear. 
I AM NOT ONE ’ who looks

WASHINGTON (AH) — FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kcllev 
says he probably won’t punish 
agents involved in a harass­ 
ment campaign against thou­ 
sands of Americans if the Jus­ 
tice Department doesn't prose­ 
cute the agents 
Kelley said in an interview 
Tuesday that he is not consid­ 
ering 
disciplinary 
action 
against the agents “ in the ab­ 
sence of any direct allegations 
of involvement in something il­ 
legal.” 
He suggested that the agents 
should not be punished for tak­ 
ing part in a disruption cam­ 
paign they believed to be legal.

Releases 
Prisoners 
MADRID, Spain 
(AP) 
— 
King Juan Carlos is beginning 
his reign with a liberal gesture 
of a general amnesty that gov­ 
ernment sources say may free 
about 1,000 political prisoners 
and shorten the terms of about 
700 others. 
In a move predicted several’ 
weeks ago, more than 13,000 
common criminals also are ex- 
pec ted^twbe released or to get 
short etaJmtences. 
The amnesty will not apply to 
about 
250 persons held 
on 
charges of terrorist activity, 
the sources said Most of these 
are urban anarchists or mem­ 
bers of ETA, the Basque guer­ 
rilla organization fighting for 
the independence of the three 
Basque provinces in northwest 
Spain. 
A source close to Juan Carlos 
predicted two weeks ago that 
the amnesty would be one of the 
37-year-old prince’s first acts 
after Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco died and he became 
king. Angry reaction was ex­ 
pected from the Civil Guard, 
the paramilitary national po­ 
lice, 
and 
the dictatorship’s 
right-wing supporters. But the 
source 
said 
Juan 
Carlos 
thought the threat from the 
right was less than the threat 
from the left. 
Since those charged with ter­ 
rorism are excluded from the 
clemency, it is not likely to 
have a deterrent effect on fu­ 
ture terrorism. ETA assassi­ 
nated a village mayor on Mon­ 
day, charging that he was a po­ 
lice informer, and a spokesman 
for the organization in Paris 
said there will be more terror­ 
ism “ because the Spanish state 
has not changed ” 
The government announced 
the amnesty Tuesday

after a four-hour cabinet meet­ 
ing It also revoked fines total­ 
ing $178.000 against about 30 
Roman Catholic priests who 
preached sermons criticizing 
the execution on Sept. 27 of five 
men convicted of killing police­ 
men. Officials said priests who 
were serving jail terms be­ 
cause they had not paid their 
fines wouid be released 
New pressure on Juan Carlos 
for democratic reforms came 
from his father, Don Juan de 
Borbon, who was the leading 
claimant to the throne until 
Franco chose Juan Carlos in­ 
stead.

If they know it’s ille­ 
gal, I think this places upon 
them a responsibility. But there 
is no indication that any who 
participated knew or even 
thought that it was illegal to do 
these things.” 
Kelley said he has urged 
agents to challenge any order 
they consider improper. The 
dispute “will be resolved before 
he is requested or commanded 
to do something,” he said.

Fromme Jury 
For Camp Atrocities 
Considering 
Lesser Count 
SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— An apparently deadlocked 
jury in the Lynette “ Squeaky” 
Fromme trial had the judge’s 
approval today to consider the 
lesser charge of assault rather 
than attempted assassination of 
a president, 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Thomas J. MacBride told the 
jurors they could decide wheth­ 
er Miss Fromme merely com­ 
mitted assault rather than tried 
to kill President Ford during 
his visit here Sept. 5. 
The maximum penalty for at­ 
tempted assassination of a 
president is life in prison. The 
maximum for assault is 10 
years. 
The eight-woman, four-man 
jury recessed Tuesday night 
after about 12 hours of deliber­ 
ations in two days. 
They reported no progress to­ 
ward a verdict and showed in­ 
decision on the assassination 
attempt charge by seeking new 
instructions from MacBride 
about 
assault. 
MacBride 
earlier told them not to take up 
the assault charge unless they 
first found the Charles Manson 
follower innocent of trying to 
kill Ford. 
Apparently, the jurors were 
having trouble agreeing on 
whether Miss Fromme meant 
to kill the President when she 
pointed a loaded pistol at him 
as he was shaking hands in a 
crowd 
* 
“ It’s hard to speculate as to 
what they're thinking,” said 
defense lawyer John Virga. 
“ But this would indicate to me 
logically that they are hung up” 
on the attempted assassination 
charge. 
Virga said in his closing ar- 
K 
ment that the jury should 
id the 27-year-old defendant 
guilty of assault on the Presi­ 
dent “ because that's what she 
did.” He never asked for a ver­ 
dict of innocent. 


DUESSELDORF, West Ger­ 
many (AP) — A former New 
York housewife and 13 other 
former 
Nazi 
death 
camp 
guards go on trial today for the 
mass murder of Jews at Lublin, 
Poland. 
Hermine Braunsteier Ryan, 
56, who married an American 
after the war and settled in New 
York, was extradited to face 
charges of helping to send more 
than 1,700 camp inmates to 
their deaths. 
Her conviction by the Dues- 
seldorf state court could mean 
imprisonment for life. The Pol­ 
ish government also wants her 
for concentration camp crimes 
punishable there with the death 
penalty. 
Mrs. Ryan is one of five 
women defendants in the Lublin 
trial, which rivals in scope the 
proceedings against Auschwitz 
camp officials in Frankfurt 
during the mid--1960s. Polish au­ 
thorities estimate more than a 
million 
Jews 
were 
ex­ 
terminated at the Lublin camp 
in southeast Poland from early 
1942 until the summer of 1944, 
when the Soviet army overran 
the region. 
Because of the passage of 
time and legal complications, 
this may be West Germany’s 
last major trial of former Nazis 
implicated in the gasing and 
cremation of 4 million Jews at 
concentration camps during the 
Nazi occupation of Poland. One 
defendant, former Lublin com­ 
mander Hermann Hackmann, 
62, is believed to be the only 
surviving commandant in the 
“ death camp’’ chain that in­ 
cluded Auschwitz, Treblinka, 
Sobibor and Belzec. 
The trial, which could last as 
long as two years, will be the 
second war crimes proceeding 
against Hackmann, Mrs. Ryan 
and several other defendants. 


Hackmann, a furniture sales­ 
man from Osnabrueck, was 
sentenced to death soon after 
the war but the penalty was 
later reduced and he was pa­ 
roled in 1955. 
Mrs. Ryan, who served at 
four concentration camps from 
1939 to 1945, was convicted in an 
Austrian court of mistreating 
inmates and imprisoned. 
After her release, she met 
Russell Ryan, then a U .S. serv­ 
iceman, in Austria in 1957 and 
entered the United States via 
Canada later that year. They 
married in 1958, and Mrs. Ryan 
became 
a 
naturalized 
American in 1964 by concealing 
her Austrian 
convition 
and 
imprisonment. 
Four years later, Simon Wie- 
senthal, the Vienna hunter of 
Nazi war criminals, gave U.S. 
officials information about 
Mrs 
Ryan’s wartime ac­ 
tivities, and the West German 
government later provided 
affidavits 
detailing 
her 
cruelties to concentration camp 
inmates. 
In five years of legal pro­ 
ceedings that followed, Mrs. 
Ryan agreed to relinquish her 
American 
citizenship 
but 
fought deportation until a U.S. 
District Court in Brooklyn 
dropped the action in 1973 and 
accepted the West German 
request for her extradition.

Rep. 
Wayne L. Hays, the combative 
congressman from southeast 
Ohio, is brawling with the 
federal bureacracy again. 
His latest adversaries are the 
U.S. State Department and the 
Federal Elections Commission. 
Hays has won his fight with 
the diplomats, and forced a one- 
year postponment of a plan to 
install a new type of passport. 
His fight with the Federal 
Elections Commission involves 
the fundamental issue of the 
agency's independence, and its 
chairman says he will resign if 
Hays is victorious in the 
dispute. 
Hays is a senior House 
Democrat and has used his 
position as chairman of the 
House Administration Com­ 
mittee, which controls election 
laws, and as chairman of a 
House International Relations 
Subcommittee, which controls 
the State Department budgeb 
to launch both new battles. 
The 
most serious of 
the 
disputes concerns the Elections 
Commission which was created 
last ye^r when Congress passed 
a tough new campaign finance 
reform law to prevent political 
fund abuses of the kind exposed 
by the Watergate scandal. 
The 
bill 
set 
limits 
on 
presidential and congressional 
campaign contributions and 
expenditures, and created the 
Commission as an independent 
agency to enforce the new 
rules. Hays opposed establish­ 
ment of the Commission and 
has been sniping at it ever since 
it started. 
To protect its own interests. 
Congress arranged that it 
would appoint two thirds of the 
six members of the Election 
Commission. It also provided 
that 
any 
Commission 


regulations would have to oe 
sent to Congress which would 
have 30 days to reject them 
before the rules could go into 
effect. 
Congress has rejected the 
first two regulations proposed 
by the new Commission, with 
Hays leading the assault in both 
cases. He testified against a % 
Commission plan to regulate 
congressional 
“ office 
ac­ 
counts,” and the Senate went on 
to kill the rule which would 
have restricted the use of such 
slush funds. 
Hays himself pushed through 
the House a resolution killing a 
second regulation saying that 
candidate campaign 
finance 
reports were to be filed with the 
Commission. Hays insisted 
they should go first to the Clerk 
of the House, who is under 
congressional control. 
Then, with no public notice. 
Hays put an amendment on a 
piece of legislation pending 
before his committee which 
would require Congress to take 
affirmative action to approve 
all future mles of the Elections 
Commission. 
Thomas Curtis, 
a 
former 
congressman who is chairman 
of the Elections Commission, 
said this represents a basic 
change in the campaign reform 
law. Instead of giving Congress 
power to reject rules designed 
to insure clean elections, the 
Hays proposal would require 
approval by Congress of each 
rule and this would destroy the 
independent status of the 
Commission, according 
to 
Curtis. 
Other independent regulatory 
agencies 
in 
the 
federal 
government; 
such 
as 
the 
Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission, or 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission; are free of such 
congressional interference.

Fred Lynn'1st Rookie 
To Be Named MVP 


NEW YORK 
(AP) 
— In­ 
valuable Fred Lynn of the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox, earlier named 
Rookie of the Year, added the 
American League’s Most Valu­ 
able Player award to his trophy 
case today in an unprecedented 
vote by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America. 
Boston’s stylish center fielder 
became the first player in base­ 
ball history to win both coveted 
prizes in his first year and his 
169-point victory margin over 
Kansas City first baseman John 
M ayberry 
represented 
the 
largest in the 45-year history of 
the MVP prize. 
In 
this 
year’s 
National 
League MVP voting earlier this 
week, 
second 
baseman 
Joe 
Morgan of the Cincinnati Reds 
won the prize by 167 * a points 
over Philadelphia outfielder 
Greg Luzinski, which until to­ 
day represented the largest 
plurality in history. 
Only one other rookie ever 
came close 
to winning 
the 
MVP. That was Pete Reiser of 
the old Brooklyn Dodgers, who 
finished second behind team­ 


mate Dolph Camilli in 1941. 
Lynn, the third straight out­ 
fielder to win the AL’s top prize, 
was the only player named on 
all 24 ballots of the special 
BBWA committee. He received 
22 of the first-place votes and 
two for second to finish with a 
total of 326 points. 
Mayberry, whose name ap­ 
peared on 22 ballots, was run­ 
ner-up with 157 points. Jim 
Rice, Lynn’s rookie teammate 
in the Red Sox outfield, was 
third with 154 points while Roll- 
ie Fingers, the Oakland relief 
ace, received the remaining 
first-place votes and finished 
fourth with 129 points. 
Rounding out the top 10 were 
Oakland outfielder 
R eggie 
Jackson, pitcher Jim Palmer of 
the Baltimore Orioles, 
New 
York Yankee catcher Thurman 
Munson, Milwaukee first base­ 
man G eorge Scott, second 
baseman Rod Carew of Min­ 
nesota and outfielder Ken 
Singleton of Baltimore. In all, 
31 players received votes. 
The 23-year-old Lynn, a prod­ 
uct of the University of South­ 


ern California who makes his 
home in El Monte, Calif., fin­ 
ished second in the batting race 
behind Carew. The lithe, young 
outfielder had a .331 average 
and led the league in runs 
scored with 103 and in doubles 
with 47. 


Lynn, a prem ier defensive 
outfielder famous for spectacu­ 
lar sliding and diving catches, 
was also third in the RBI race 
with 
105 and 
showed 
good 
power witb 21 home runs. 
“1 am very honored that the 
baseball w riters have chosen 


me as their Most Valuable

It also tells 
you how long it takes your 
body to eliminate alcohol in 
relation to how much you have 
drunk. This is also related to 
when it is safe to drive and 
when it is not. 
BEA R DR. LAMB - What 
is a polyp? What causes 
them? What should be done 
about them and why? Are 
there alternate treatments? 
How can they be prevented? 
DEAR READER - A polyp 
is simply a growth or protru­ 
sion of tissue from an inner 
surface lining of the body. 
They occur in the lining of the 
nasal sinuses or in the 
digestive tract or anywhere 
that a lining exists. 
We don’t know what causes 
them, in all cases. Those in 
the nasal passages are often 
related to allergies. Those in 
the colon have no known 
cause. 
Many of them are not im­ 
portant medically. Others, 
depending upon their location 
and characteristics should be 
removed. Some surgeons 
think all polyps in the colon 
should be removed. 
You can treat an allergy if 
you have one, but otherwise, 
the only course of treatment 
of a polyp, if it needs to be 
treated at all, is to remove it 
by some surgical procedure or 
leave it alone. 
There is no known way of 
preventing polyps. 


DEAR DR. LAMB 
I need 
help right away. 1 am 
desperate. Is there any 
organization on the idea of 
Alcoholic Anonymous, but 
someone 1 can talk to about 
personal problems over the 
telephone without giving 
names? 
If a person has a drinking 
problem and stops, how soon 
will it be, even with a doctor’s 
examination, that there is no 
trace of liquor in the system?

Different communities have 
different services available. 
Look in the white pages of 
your telephone directory for 
Mental Health which may bo 
the beginning title for a group 
available to provide some 
professional help. Otherwise, 
you might call your county 
medical society office and see 
if they know of a service 
available in your community. 
There are some crisis 
center organizations in some 
cities, and even telephone ser­ 
vices just to cheer people up, 
hut many communities do not 
have these organizations, yet. 
1 think you should try to find a 
community mental health 
clinic and talk to someone. 
You won’t be able to tell them 
anything they haven’t heard 
before. 
Your letter does not explain 
who is having the alcohol 
problem, but Alcoholics 
Anonymous is very successful 
in helping a lot of people, and I 
wouldn't overlook it. 
Alcohol is metabolized as is 
other food. The alcohol itself 
should be gone within 24 
hours, but the effects may last 
a lot longer — the liver 
damage, brain damage, 
stomach inflammation and 
whole, long, sorry list of 
things that alcohol can do to 
the human body. I would

Crude Oil 
Imports 
Soaring 


HOUSTON (AP) - Project 
Independence asid e, domestic 
refineries are processing more 
foreign crud e oil than ever be­ 
fore in history. 
Fewer petroleum products 
are being imported than pre- 
em bargo days, but. for the past 
18 weeks, every third barrel of 
crude oil processed at a US. 
refinery has been imported. 
Just five years ago. the ratio 
was one out of every nine bar- 


For 18 consecutive,weeks, do­ 
mestic refiners have 
mixed 
more than four million barrels 
a day of imported crude with 
domestic crude, including a 
record 4,720,000 barrels a day 
for the week ending Sept. 18. 
Prior to the embargo, the 
four million barrel barrier had 
been broken only once. During 
1974, it was exceeded eight 
times but never for more than 
three consecutive weeks. 
During the embargo, crude 
imports ranged from a record 
high of 3,774,000 barrels a day to 
a low of 2,118.000 a day. It took 
three months to push the level 
to another high of 3,877,-000 a 
day after the embargo was 
lifted 
Crude imports are expected 
to average a record 4,131,000 
barrels a day this year. A high 
of 4,852,(HK) has been projected 
for 1976. The 1970 average was 
1.324.000 barrels a day. 
Industry sources say thè re­ 
quirements for foreign crude 
will continue to climb despite 
the 55-mile speed limit, Project 
Independence — President 
Ford’s plan to achieve energy 
independence and other con­ 
servation efforts. 
Demand for petroleum prod­ 
ucts still is below that of the 
pre-embargo days but domestic 
production of crude oil is in its 
fifth consecutive year of decline 
and the end of the trend is not in 
sight. 
Domestic output of crude 
peaked at 9,180 000 barrels a 
day in 1970. An anticipated 8,- 
365.000 average this year is ex­ 
pected to drop to 8,141.000 in 
1976. 
Such trends would mean that, 
in just six years, domestic pro­ 
duction will have declined l,- 
039.000 barrels a day or 11.3 per 
cent while crude imporLs will 
have 
increased by 
3,528,000 
barrels a day or 266.4 per cent. 
There are some encouraging 
signs. 
With higher prices, the na­ 
tion’s stripper wells, those that 
produce less than 10 barrels a 
day. ended a long period of de­ 
cline when 1974 production was 
increased by 26 million barrels. 
Higher prices also have in­ 
creased explorations for new 
domestic reserves. Current 
drilling operations at their 
highest level since early 1962.
